Enstern Views of Western Matters.

Dakota Bell Man: The New England
Farm Monitor and Daily Guide thinks
that it has found a new source of wool
supply. It says: ‘It would seem ns if a
rival of the sheep ns nwool-producer has
arisen. The heretofore worthless
western jack-rabbit is being sheared in
some quarters, and is said to produce
un nrticle of wool equal to lamb’s wool
and even finer.”

Our eastern friend should not got too
sanguine.  There is no need to get
frightened and go to selling off your
sheep for mutton.  If the editor of the
Farm Monitor should ever goout on the
prairie and see & jock-rabbit while it
is walking slow, but nevertholess
prosenting tho optieal illusion of a
gray streak two miles and a half long,
we would paobably think that it was all
right and that the doom of the sheep
was sealed.  And it would be if he could
shear the streak.  The day he walked
along down one side of a streak of jnck-
rabbit for two miles and a hall shearing
un article of wool equal to lamb’s wool
and even finer, and then mowed his way
bhack the other side, would be very cool
for the sheep.

But he can’t do it, you see. He can’t
evon eatch the rabbit and shear that, 1f
our dignitied and scholurly’ New Eng-
land editor could get astride of & quick
und netive pieee of chain lightning and
spur it up lively he might possibly over-
take a jnck rabbit and’ shear it as he
rode.alongside of it for a couple of hun-
dred miles,  This seems hoardly prae-
ticable, however, and it looks as if we
would have to worry along with ordi-
uary wool for n while yvet.

There is another point this able grow-
ing crops and blooded cow  journalist is
somewhat mixed up on, and that is the
subjoct of huy fives.  He says that “hay
as used in mony parts of the prairie
regions of the west makes an excellent
fuel and a very fuir substitute for coul
or wood, ™

He didn't wreite thisin the winter by
the warinth of a hay fire, though; other-
wise when he got through the ink on
both pen and paper would have been
frozen, and when he liftea ap the pen
the purageaph would have peeled off the
paper and come up, too, anunrecogniz-
able tangleike molnsses poured avound
on & buckwhent cake. When he hod
turned lis hay item over und  looked at
it and obsevvad that it resombled o coil
of wire off o broom he would have luid
it carvefully nside nud got up and goune
twisting move hay.

A man who is twisting hay for a hay
fire never stops to write anything.
Sometimes he has been known to stop
and hastily dictate his last will and tes-
tament when he felt be could not hold
out much longer; but that is all, These
items ubout the henuty of hay fires are
mostly produced in Boston though some
very ?a}r ones ure  ocensionally turned
out in New York. The man who is
stunding ovor a hay fire twisting fuel
for it while ull the warmth he gets is
from the exercise and has to hold his
mouth open to keep histoeth from freez-
ing together never thinks of saying
much in faver of anything.

BSome Items of Interest to the Tiller
i of the Soil

THE FARMER'S

INSTITUTE.

Feeding for Lean Meat—Forost Tree
Beeds—General Stock Notes—
Hiints and Sugges-
tiona,

Feeding Por Lean Meat,

Philadelphin Record; Custom has
long prompted the farmer to feed his
carbo-hydrates (fut-forming foods), corn
being the principal’ substance used, it
being suppoeed that heavy weights
could not be obtained without excessive
fat, but now light hns been thrown on
the system in the recent experiments
by Prof. Henry, of the Wisconsin ex-
periment station, given in the Farm and
Homa, which is very valuable to every
farmer in the country, He found that
by foeding to obtain the largest pro-
portion of lean meat not only the health
of the animals was promoted but greater
woight was obtained.  He selocted six
pigs. nnd begun with them when thoy
wore ono hundred days old.  Up to the
beginning of the trinl the pigs had all
haen fed alike, from the same trough,
with a mixture composed of shorts,
corn menl, buttermill and skim milk,
the pige having been cross-bred Jersoy
reds and Polund-Chinas, The pigs
wore divided into lots, of three each,
The first (lot A) wns fed a ration
composed of six parts driod blood, six
parts of shorts and fourtean parts of
skim milk, by weight, while the socond
lot (B3) were fod all the corn meal they
could consume, They had small buae
vards for exercise, and woro fod for 146
doyvs, Lot A consumeod in the 186 days
4502 pounds of skim milk, 1415 pounds of
shorts and 238 pounds of dried blood,
while lot B consumed 1690 pounds of
corn meal. Of the anctunl digestible
matter of the food that of lot A con-
tained 428 pounds of musclemaking food
(protein( and 883 pounds of fat-produc-
ing food (carbo-hydrates), and that of
lot I3 contained 163 pounds of muscle-
}n'mluvin r food and 1193 pounds of fut-
orming food. The weights and rela-
tive proportions of lenn und fut on the
onrcusses of ench lot were: Live weight
of lot A, 6684 pounds; dressed weight,
HLE pounds; external fat, 150 poundsy
lean ment, 244 pounds; live weight of
lot 13, 4014 pounds: dressed weight, 451
pounds: external fat, 158 pounds, and

lean meat, 1784 pounds.,  The
hogs  fed  for  lean  meats were
19  per  eent heavier when alive,

the carcasses whon dressed were 21 per
cent hoenvier, the hones 28 per cent
heavier, the tenderloin museles 88 por
cent heavier and the blood 48 per cent
hoavier.  Of all the meat that could bo
eut from the carcasses of lot A only 88
wrrcent was fat, while the fat from lot
3 was 86 per cent, The professor hns
demonstrated that by a judicious systom
of feeding hogs can be ‘mace to contain
o lurger ]n'njmrtitm of lean meat and
weigh more in the same poriod of time
than hogs fed exclusively for fat, but he
fails to give the proportionnta cost of
the food, which is the most important
item., The question with farmers is
whether a lean meated hog ean be pro-
duced with as little cost ns one contain-
ing more fat and of the same weight.
Dried blood cannot bo easily obtained
on some farmsat a low cost, being a
staple product, will bo given the pref-
crence,  The experiments, however,are
some of the most valuable over conduct-
od, and will at some future time work a
revolution in the present system of
swane feeding.

Forest Tree Seeds.

Western Farmer: Many of those who
attempt to raiso forest troes from the
sced ment with disappointment from not
preserving the seeds properly, or from
not knowing that some trees ripen their
seed in spring or early in summer, and
that these must be sown as sopn as ripe,
Success in raising forest trees from seods
depends upon having the seeds properly
preserved durfng the winter. They
must not be allowed to get to dry, nor
must the moisture and temperature be
such that germinntion will be com-
moenced beforo they are sown, nor should
they he exposed to such a low tempera-
ture that the vitality of the embryo will
bo impaired. When in doubt how to
best preserve a treo seed mix it with
about twice its bulk of damp sand—not
wet sund, but good sharp sand, just na it
is dug out of n bank. The seed thus
mixed with sand should be placed where
it will be vt an even temperature of a
fow degrees above [reezing, and where
mice or other vormin may not get at it.
Nuts of the hard-shelled kind especially
should not be allowed to gotdry: the
hickories, walnuts and butternots should
be placed in heaps of a few bushels, und
curefully coversd with sods from an old
pusture, and the turf covered with
sovorai inches of earth, If turf isnot
readily procured, cover the heap with
straw, and place on this several inches
of seil. These heaps must be in adry
place, where water will not accumulate,
and in one whore vermin will not dis-
turb them. Chestnuts, which are very
apt to get too dry, may ba preserved in
stand, 13 mentioned above,

Farmer's Institute.

Rural World: The season rapidly ap-
proaches in which the agriculturists of
the country will mect together to con-
sult with each other and talk over and
discuss questions am{wrln.ihiug to their
goneral business, Of these the Grange
and kindred associations will tuke a
leading port, and will do more to add
to their numbers, develop their own in-
terests and perpetuate  the existence of
the several bodies to which they be-
long, than wnything else, The farmmer's
institute is another and very differont
thing. Generally speaking it is under
the manngement of the state board of
agriculture, and affords the professors
of the agricultural college an opportun-
ity of moeting the furmers and of talk-
ing to them face to face ahout their the-
urfca and practices, their experiments
and results, and generally bring the
class-room, the labratory and the expe-
riment to the farmer, and within spenk-
ing uistance, that all who wish may ask
questions, guestion results, mnke points
of of home experience nnd discuss mat-
ters generally.

The Farmoers' institute is o thing of
recent birth, but the most effective
means to an end yet reached. Itaflords
all, high and low, learned in the college
nud on the farm, an opportunity to
meet on o level and discuss, notonly
their expariences, but their ideus and
impressions, and herein is the value of
the institute idea, for **us iron sharpen-
oth iron, so the countenance of man his
friend,"” and after the same fashion is
developed the wit and wisdom of practi-
vil and experimental farming nf such
meotings as these,

Hints and Suggestions,

Every furmer will find it to his advan-
tage to lay io a large supply of dey carth
for winter use., It 'a!:nuM w kept under
vaver, and may be used in the stalls or
wherevor an absorbent will be required,

The Hubbard squash 1s a good winter

keeper, and may be stored in the barn
or collar, where the tomperature doos
not fluctuate, 1t is excellent, both for
stock and for the table.

Geeso luy from fifteon to forty cggs in
a season, the best breed for luying be-
ing the White China, while for market
and feathers the Embden is considerod
superionr

All perches and nests in the hen-
house should he 80 wrranged as to be
cusily taken out and saturated with ker-
?mm- oil, which is 0 sure remedy for

e,

Clean up all the dead vinea of pota-
toes, pumpkins, ete., and if they be dry
enough burn them, 1f partially green
throw them on the manure heap.

Sows that have farrowed cnn easily
wean off the pigs and get in good condi-
tion to he fn!lmli for sluughter by Christ-
maa, Tt is too late in the season to use
them ns breeders, ns no more litters
should come in_ before spring, and it
will not pay to keep the esows over so
long. Where & sow is an exceptionally
good mother, however, she should bo
retained.

In saving the pumpkins store m:llly
those that are ripe and fully maturcd,
Should any be imperfect or partinlly
ripe only, cook them and add ground
grain to tho mess, By thus disposing
of the inferior ones now only the bost
will be kept over for winter. "Lhe seeds
of pumpkins should be removed before
feeding, us they are injurious.

A sick horso is ns unfit to work ns isa
sick mun, and animals that are kept
housed most of the time are easily in-
jured by exposure tostorms. It is not
advisable to blanket horses in  stablos,
except for o little while when brought
in after working and when wot eithoer
from sweat or rain.  The change to o
horse blanketed in the stuble when
taken out in ecold orstormy weather
makes the animal  espoginlly linble to
take cold.  In a barn the natural covor-
ing of hair over & horse is suflicient.
Animals exposed to the storms and
chunges of wenther incident to farm
work should not be clipped.

Seed corn for noxt yenr should be se-
lected from the best stalks, and only the
choicest ears and graing should be
chosen. The ears should he kept
thoroughly dry and hung wheve they
will not freeze, and a damp place must
bo avoided.

The late sweet corn should be dried
for winter use, If preferred, however,
it may be cooked and senled in glassair-
tight jars. Lima beans will also keep
in a green condition if trecied in the
same manner,

Piga must be cared for in bad
weather, or else you can’t expect much
of them. They should have warm, dry
beds to sleep in if you cannot §ivt any-
thing better good dry straw will do to
make their beds of, but leaves are much
botter. Sleeping in straw, especinlly
if the straw be wet, will give them the
mange,

Farmers not crowded by their neces-
sities should slack up on murket crops
whon it don’ pay to grow them, seed
with clover and plow it in to make the
Innd more productive when it does pay.
Many farmers would profit in the long
run by plowing and cultivating their
foul flelds several| times during the
soason without raising a erop. The prac-
tice of sowing ‘“‘wheat after whent,
grain crop after grain crop,” without
sceding to grass, has helped materinlly
to overload the market, impoverishing
farmers and their land, too.

Give the hens a variety of food.
Throw them a lock of early cut hay oc-
casionally.  They seem to prefor Juno
grass or red-top.

When the comb of o fowl is large and
bright colored, showing it to be full of
blood and shaking with every activity
of the bird, she is in a healthy laying
condition.

Clover hay is one of the best of foods
for sheep. Sheep that are old and out
of condition will improve surfprisingly
on clover hay, and suvmetimes become
quite Nleshy.

Unclean eggs should he washed or
wiped when gathered, The shells are
porous, and pungent filth may penetrato
und spoil the meat. Drgs forlong keop-
ing should not be washad, only wiped.

“Stripping’ the cow of the Inst milk
in the udder is bettor than to allow her
to retain a portion. She remains in
service longer, while the last milk is
snid to bo the richest. It frequently
happens that o cowedries off sooner
when not l-nm])lc_-.h-li: milked than would
have been the case had it been stripped.

The milking should be done at regu-

lar periods, The cows would soon  be-
come accustomed to the regularity.

They could in thaot manner be taught to
come up from the puasture atcortain
hours.

All young animals need room for ex-
ereige,  Cnlvesshould not be too closely
confined when heing fed by hand. Colis
requires even more room, as they are
fond of galloping around an inclosure.

A mixture of eight pounds of corn
meal, three pounds linseed meal and six
pounds wheat bran, with as much hay
us o steer ean cat, is excellent ration
for fattening.

NEW Your, Oct. 31.—[Correspondenco
of the BEk.]—The political situation in
this state this full is perhaps the most
remarkable ever presented to the
voters, and the most important in its
bearing on the future of the two great
parties who will again struggle for
nntional supremacy next year. Shrewd
observers see very clearly now that
the result of the next presidential
election will be clearly foreshadowed in
the returns of the election that will be
decided here on the 5th of next Novem-
ber.

“*As Now York state goes, so goes the
nation™ is an ophorism well sustained in
the experience of every presidentinl
eloction of recent times, And every
indication tends to show that as New
York state goes in 1887 so will it go in
1888,

Hut how will New York go in 18879

The man who nb this writing ¢an an-
swor this qllustinn promptly, success-
fully and without qualitication may be
siid to be a prophet wise in his day and
genceration.  For, never was there o
politieal  contest involving so many
diverse and uncertain conditions as the
strurgle for votes that is vow waging
hotly from end to end of the great com-
monwenlth,  Ordinarily  the  state
might Dbe sot down w8 demo-
cratic, and® this year the democrats
hove placed in nomination what is gen-
erally regarded ns an  excoptionally
strong demoeratic ticket. The republi-
can ticket, headed by Colongl Fred
Grant, tho not purticularly distin-
guished son of a distinguished father,
is acklowledged to bo not over strong,
but it has enlistod the sympathy and
services of Senutors Evarts and Hiscock
and the best republican orators of the
stato, who are whooping it up to the
votors  of the  interior n the
most burly fushion, But the demoeratic
campiin managers aroe not behind them
in energy or oratory, and are also mak-
ing the liveliest kind of alively cam-
paign through the state.

Keoping in mind then the fact that
the state is ordinarily demoeratic, wero
thero no directing influences, it would
be sufe to gambie on the proposition
that Frederick Cook, the democrat, and
not.  Frederick Grant, the [repub-
lican, would be the next  soe-
retary  of state. But  there are
diverting influences. Influences novel
and peculiar, which are tending to
make this the most interesting cam-
paign of recent yoars and the most im-
portant in this bearing on the national
campalgn of next year., The hend and
chief of these imfluences is Henry
@corge and the united labor party.
Mr. George, in his candidacy for secre-
tary of state, is making o fight that is
only comparable in its murvelous vigor

an headway with. the astound-
ing six weeks' eampaign  for  the
mayoralty he made in New York

lust year when he polled 68,000 votes
without organization against & united
press and the well managed machinery
of both of the old parties. That vote
was genernlly regnarded as a protest
against corrupt methods in lm'ullpul ities
rather than an endorsement of the land
taxation reform which is the chief item
of Mr, George'’s political creed.  But
since then the united labor party has
been thoroughly organized in every
ward of the big cities of New York and
Breoklyn. In the interior the move-
mont 15 yet, toa large extent, in em-
bryo, although in lwrge industrial
centres like Rochester, Troy nnd Al-
Lany, it appears to have mude much
headway.

At least one million votes will ho

polled in the state this fall, and of this
number consorvative oenleulutors nre
disposed to give Mpe. Gegpge 125,000,
His partisans claim 200,000, Two-thirds
of the total labor vote will prohably bo
wlled in the cities of New York and
drooklyn, and two-thirds of the total
vote may be set dewn as coming from
democratic  sources,  This  defection
from the democratic ranks would be
eusily sulficed to insure the cleetion of
the republican state ticket hoyond pos-
sihility of doubt were it not for another
uncertiin element in the contest.

That uncertiinty is thoe prohibition
vote.

The prohibitionists  polled 85,000
votes in the state last year. This year
they are unquestionably stronger thun
cevor bofore, and they have been making
u worm and enthusiastic eanvass of the
state, A safe estimate of the prohibi-
tion strength is to place it at 50,000,
Thirvty five thousand of ' these votes at
least will come from republican sources.
But as the nominal democratic mujority
in the state cannot be put at higher
than 25,000, and as the democratic de-
sertion to the George ticket nppears
to be at least twice what the republican
defection to the prohibitionists is, it
may be set down as a reasonuble cer-
tainty that New York will go republican
this year.

And how about next year?

Lvery sign of the times is that the
labor vote is growing steadily, The
principle of taxation that Mr. George
and Dr, MeGlyvnn and the other effect-
ive orntors of the party are preaching
is evidently a thing that has come to
stay and grow, Their eampaign in the
interior this year is alrendy being made
the basis for o great educational move-
ment by which every new convert is
lenrning to be a partisan and o practi-
enl politician at the sume time. This
educationnl wmovement will be pushed
during the year to come so that the new
pirty moy make an effective fight for
the governorship next year, And it is
n perfectly  conservative assertion to
mnke, in view of the marvelous growth
of the new iden, that the possibilities of
the goorge people getting the gover-
porship are not slim, The editor of the
BEE knows that the weiter of this prog-
nostication is not a reckless caleulator,
nshe knows that the writre Lhns facilities
for figuring as closely us unybody in the
state of New York.

What will a great Inbor vote in New
York mean next year?

In view of the strong prohability that
there will be no labor candidate for the
presidency, it will mean thatthe thirty-
five electorinl votes in the Empire stule
will be given to the republicans.

And as New York state goes, so goes
the nation.
